The viewpoint of Mr. Hoover 
has 


just been set forth in a statement Is- 
sued by a close friend, F. R. Wadleigh 
of New York, federal fuel distributor 
from 1922 and 1923, taking over the 
aftermath of the wartime fuel adminis- 
tration. 
Jlr. "Wadleigh takes issue with Sen- 


ator Johnson of California and insists 
Jlr. Hoover was not a party to the 
Jacksonville agreement. 
, 


"A statement recently made by Sen- 


ator Johnson on the floor of the sen- 
ate regarding the connection 
of the 


secretary of commerce with the Jack- 
sonville wage agreement of February 
18, 1924, between 
the 
United Mine 


,"Workers arid the mine operators -in 
certain states has been given consider- 
able publicity. 


"Senator Johnson stated, according 


to an authorized abstract of his re- 
marks, that 'in February, 1924, at the 
city of Jacksonville, there \vas a gath- 
ering of those who represented the 
operators on the one hand and those 
who represented the miners, on the 
other. Another party was present too 
and that party in the person of the 
secretary of labor and the secretary 
of commerce, was the United States of 
America." 


ONLY ADVISED 


"The facts in the matter are that 


the secretary of commerce was not 
present at the Jacksonville confer- 
ence; that he had absolutely nothing 
to do with the terms of the agree- 
ment made there; that his solo con- 
nection with the matter was limited 
1o the advice given by him to a group 
of operators in a letter dated Jan. 26, 
l'.i'24, sixteen days previous to the op- 
ining of the conference. 


"In this letter the secretary said: 


'.My advice is that your representa- 
tives should attend 
this conference 


and together with the other represen- 
tatives from the centra.! field should 
make every proper endeavor to con- 
tinue an agreement with the United 
Mine Workers and thus avoid suspen- 
sion of coal production. For all these 
reasons I have no hesitation in advis- 
ing that your association attend the 
<-onference and make every endeavor 
10 set up a wage contract fair to both 
sides.' 


"Further in a letter to the writer, 


dated Mar. 2, 10J3, the secretary said: 
•It is, of course, not true that I SUK- 
Acstcd the forms of the Jacksonville 
.•igrecment. What I did was to advise, 
171 response to the operators request 
that they meet the miners' 
officials 


and make every endeavor to set up 
a wage contract fair to both sides. 
The terms of the contract later signed 
were agreed to by the parties them- 
selves without direction or pressure of 
;my kind from the administration.' 


"Again in a letter to the president 


of a largo coal mining company dated 
l-'cu. 19, 1925, the secretary wrote (re- 
trnrding the Jacksonville conference): 
•Various members of the administra- 
tion did interest themselves in secur- 
ing that the representatives of the op- 
* rators and miners of the unionized 
liold should meet and rmike every en- 
deavor to set up :•„ wage contract fair 
to both sides. They did meet, and as 
free men entered into a contract. The 
icrms of that contract were not dic- 
tated by any member of the admin- 
istration nor was any official present 
nt the conference"."

BORAH WANTS MARINES 


LEFT IN NICARAGUA 


Wasliington—(XP)— An adverse 
re- 


port was ordered by the senate for- 
eign relations committee on the Hef- 
lin resolution reposing withdrawal of 
American Marines from Nicaragua. 


Chairman Borah said the committee 


held that withdrawal now could not 
be accomplished because of the agree- 
ment entered into with the 
Xica- 


raguan government and the leaders 
of the Liberal party to hold an elec- 
tion and to protect all parties. 


"Upon the strength of this agree- 


ment the Liberals 
laid down 
their 


arms, and not only laid their arms 
but surrendered their arms." Senator 
Borah said. 
"To withdraw at 
this 


time would not only leave the entire 
machinery of the election absolutely 
in the hands of the conservatives, but 
leave the Liberals perfectly helpless 
to defend themselves or protect them- 
selves either in the election or against 
violence." 


"The agreement places an obliga- 


tion upon us which wo cannot, at thi.s 
time escape. I think the entire com- 
mittee would like to see us get out of 
Nicaragua, would like to see the Ma- 
rines brought out. If wo could hold a 
fair election nnd recognizo the 
gov- 


ernment resulting from that election, 
there would be some chance of getting 
out and staying out."

SWEAT IS SWEAT FOB AYE O' THAT 


It seems that the physiological facts, as expound- 


ed now and asain in this column, are most unpopu- 
lar. For instance, I wonder if there is any body 
under the sun besides myself who is gratified or at 
least not displeased, to know fhat virtually or prac- 
tically the human hide never absorbs anythin~ un- 
less it is first broken, blistered, cut abraded or 
punctured. To my mind this truth is comforting 
on many occasions, for instance when I am aiming 
to paint the cellar .ceiling—and not always bitting 
what I m aiming- at. When I consider the absolute 
imperviosity, if there is such a word, of the &km 
it seems to me that this physiological truth ought 
to please lots of people and save lots of worry Bui 
not so. The only reaction-tho preaching of Hie truth 
ever brings is unpleasant. First the great horde of 
nostrum makers whose wares purport to penetiatc 
the skin :ret in 
some wicked underhand wallops- 


Then the prosperous cosmetic trade hands me a feu 
painful jolts. Then the old timers in various sani- 
tary jobs, take sly digs at me for thus shaking tho 
confidence of the public in the outworn traditions 
of the school. And finally my colleag-ues in tho 
health column field do their very best to keep the 
public confused about this essential question. 


I find it is lust as unpopular to tell the truth 


about 
what goes 
in—or doesn't go in—through 


the skin as it is to tell the physiological truth about 
what comes out through the skin. 


Here, time and again. I have asserted as bluntly 


and as forcibly as possible that virtually nothing- but 
salt and water is excreted through the skin Vir- 
tually, I have always said. That means that m any 
circumstances, practically, no poison, toxic matter, 
waste material or anything- else than just plain salt 
and water is eliminated, thrown off, excreted or 
passed from the body in the sweat or throuah the 
skin. 
- 


Now conies a curious "question and answer" in 


that one man magazine called "Hygeia," and it is so 
very sood that I believe it might have a chance to 
be accepted by "Life"—a hint the "Hygeia" editor 
may turn to his financial advantage, if he hasn't 
already submitted the item to that publication. The 
"Question and answer" is as follows: 


"To the editor: Some time aso I read a news- 


paper article on health- in which the statement 
appeared that sweat glands do not excrete or 
act as a means to rid the body of waste pro- 
ducts or toxins. Is there any basis for such a 
statement? W. B.. Illinois. 


Answer—A recent edition of Howell's Physi- 


ology, one of the most authoritative textbooks, 
says 
that sweat has a low specific gravity, 


1.004; that sodium chloride (common salt) is the 
chief solid constituent, making up from 0.3 to 
0.5 per cent, and that sweat contains also alka- 
line sulphate and phosphates in minute quan- 
tities, although it is slightly acid in reaction. 
It also contains mere traces of certain organic 
constituents (urea, uric acid, et al.,- and some- 
times traces of albumin). It has been shown 
that after the action of vapor baths and as a 
result of muscular work the amount of urea 
eliminated in sweat may bo considerable. Under 


^diseased conditions involving a diminished elim- 


ination of urea throug-h the kidneys, the amount 
found in the sweat is markedly increased so that 
crystals of it may be deposited on the skin. Un- 
der normal conditions, however, it is obvious 
that the organic constituents are of minor im- 
portance. The main fact to be considered in the 
secretion of sweat is the elimination of water.

It is all the more pleasant there- 


fore to be able to express enthusiasm 
about "The Plutocrat's" 
successor, 


"Claire Ambler." In this book, which 
on the face of it is much slighter and 
less ambitious in intention than "The 
Plutocrat," Tarkington is on familiar 
ground and he handles his material 
with a sureness and a deftness that 
all Tarkington lovers have come to 
expect of him.

The arteries carry the blood from

H. McCarty, chief of police, shows 
In 1927 there were no major crimes or 
automobile accidents resulting in fa 
tal injuries. During the year the de 
partment handled and took care of 


1,784 
cases. 


'jyie work by the police last year 


included collection of about J2.000 in 
delinquent taxes. 
In past years only 


a IQ.SS of $150 is shown resulting from 
uncollected taxes. 


The police answered 54S calls in the 


city and spent considerable additional 
time in assisting tax payers fill out 
auto registration blanks. 
The chief's 


report showed that 770 tramps and 
travelers were lodged in the jail dur- 
ing the twelve months. 
Fifty-two 


calls were made to collect dog taxes. 


During the year a number of busi- 


ness places were broken into, but a 
fair percentage of the burglars were 
apprehended. Arrests for violation of 
city ordinances totaled 46 •while 30 
others were arrested on drunk charg- 
es.

Being chairman of the Mi nominee 


water power committee, he purported

whelming majority of Indiana on the 
reservation, whom, ho said, were very 
much in favor of tho dam project. 
Many years ago, he said, the Indians, 
realizing the wealth of water power 
contained within their borders on tho 
Wolf River, had made a survey of 
this very site now the subject of so 
much discussion. They were ilnanciul- 
ly unable to develop it further so that 
nothing came of it at that time, but 
that the Indians had never relinquish- 
ed their purpose to some day have a 
dam at the point to supply unlimited 
water power. 


He said the proposition offered by 


the Wisconsin Light and Power com- 
pany had been the only one ever pre- 
sented whereby the Indian himself 
would be directly benefited and migkt 
coma in for a share of the financial 
profits. 


As far as despoiling the scenic beau- 


ty of the Wolf River, he said the idea 
had been greatly exaggerated. If any 
one was interested in preserving the 
scenic beauty of the Wolf river on the 
reservation, let him offer the Indians 
some proposition from 
which 
they 


might derive equal remuneration and 
it would receive favorable considera- 
tion. Some had suggested, he sa;d, 
that the Indians ought to donate a 
small portion of land along the Wolf 
river to the government in order that 
the scenic beauties might be preserv- 
ed, but he said, "The Indian has giv 
en up and donated in the past until 
now all he owns in Wisconsin is the 
Menominee reservation. He is through 
making further donations."
